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New Brockton Town Council meeting smooth

Monday night’s meeting of the 
New Brockton Town Council meet- 
ing, except for a 1) to 15 minute 
open discussion from the floor, was 
brief lasting just over thirty minutes. 

At the beginning of the meeting, 
Mayor Britt Lee shared some good 
news with members of the council. 
Showing off two automobile titles, 
he stated that the town had paid off 
the note on the two newest police 


cars. 
“We have been paying on these 
things for three years and finally 
uiey belong to the city of New 
Brockton,” said Lee. “Nobody else 
has any interest in them.” 
“Hopefully they will last us a 
long while now and we won’t have 
to buy another one,” he added. 
Mayor Lee also informed the 
council that a final inspection was 
held last Wednesday (May 28) on 
the town’s sewer project. 
He noted that representatives 
from the federal agency funding the 


project, the engineering firm hired 
by the town to oversee the project 
and the contractor, as well as repre- 
sentatives of the town, were present 
for the inspection, 

Lee noted that nine areas of the 
project were found not to be “up to 
par” and were not in compliance 
with the terms of the contract. 

These dealt with pumping sta- 
tions, cement work, ground work, 
grass work, ditch work, replacement 
of driveways near manholes, ladders 
in manholes, and general cleanup 
and debris removal. 

“Before the job is finshed and ac- 
cepted, the contractor will be re- 
quired to finish all these discrepan- 
cies before he finalizes his work,” 
said Lee. 

Turning to unfinished business, 
Councilman Ron McMonagle read a 
proposed ordinance dealing with per- 
sonnel policies for the town, 

Passage of the ordinance will es- 
tablish personnel system dealing 
with rules and regulations, a classifi-. 
cation plan and a uniform pay plan. 


Kinston receives funds to 
expand town’s water system

The Town of Kinston received 
word last Thursday, May 29, that 
funding has been approved for ex- 
panding the town’s water system.

announced that Kinston had been ap- 
proved for a $414,000 loan and a 
$395,000 grant to expand its exist- 
ing water system. — 

Additional water lines will be in- 
stalled to serve 76 new residential 
customers and a new well will be 
drilled to serve new and existing cus- 
tomers. 

According to town officials, the 
loan is at 4.5 percent interest and 
will be paid off in 38 years, using 
water service fees to make the annu- 
al payments. 

Project Engineer Charles Peters, 
of Peters Municipal Associates, said, 
“This project is a much needed, long 
awaited project which will provide 
for the long-term viability of the 
Kinston Water System. 

“Since the mid ‘80's Kinston has 
been struggling with an inadequate 
supply source. Over the years, the 
system has been plagued with well- 
failure - causing ‘panic’ conditions 
until the system could be repaired. 

“Now, finally, Kinston officials 
will be able to breath easily with the 
installation of the new 300-gallons- 
per-minute deep well.” 

Plans for the project are now be- 
ing drawn up and will be bid in the 
near future. 

The primary mission of USDA 
Rural Development is to enhance the 
ability of rural communities to de-

City Clerk Annette Williams pre- 
sented the monthly bills totaling 
$11,955.29 for payment. This was 
approved by the council. 

It was noted, by Mayor Lee, 
“things are still running pretty good 
as well as they were last month,’ 

According to Williams, after all 
the bills are paid, the town will have 
a balance of approximately 
$29,000.00 in the town coffers. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers re- 
ported that his department had inves- 
tigated nine complaints, issued 23 
traffic citations, and investigated 2 
automobile accidents with no inju- 
ries. 

He noted that the fire department 
had answered 3 calls while the res- 
cue squad had responded to 16 emer- 
gencies. 

Chief Driggers noted that he had 
previously thought the number of 
stray dogs would decrease during the 
month of May; however, 24 dogs 
were picked up. 

The chief informed council mem- 
bers that the overtime grant for his 
department had been extended to 
February of 1998 and also another 


75/25 grant had been approved for 
an additional police officer. 

“This [police officer] should be- 
come effective within the next sixty 
days,” he said. 

Just prior to the council meeting 
adjourning, a 10 to 15 minute discus- 
sion concerning summer recreation 
was initiated from the audience, 

After several minutes of “talk” all 
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members of the council agreed to JAM 


work toward the organization of 
more recreation for the town’s 
youth, providing funding and facili- 
ties can be obtained. 

Other actions by the council con- 
sisted of the following: 

***Instructed the city clerk to 
look into the cost of installing a tele- 
phone at the ballpark to be used in 
case of an emergency. 

***The possibility of assisting in 
the financing of a float for the 
town’s queens to be entered in the 
National Peanut Festival Parade is to 
be looked into. 

***Councilman McMonagle 
made a plea for business owners to 
park their personal vehicles in the 
rear of their businesses or on the side 
streets allowing more customer park- 
ing along main street.

City of Elba’s FY-97 budget has short fall

Tax revenues for the City of Elba 
are below budget amounts, Mayor 
James Grimes told the Elba City 
Council last week. The mayor re- 
ported that the first seven months of 
the fiscal year had been budgeted for 
$387,916.67 in sales and use tax. 
The city actually received only 
$367,460.30 ...a shortfall of almost 
$20,000. Grimes said he would be 
studying this problem and making 


recommendations to the council in 
the near future. 

The City Council accepted a bid 
on installation of the flood control 
pumps to thrust rain/flood waters 
over the dam at the old Beaver Dam 
Creek Bed. This is am on-going pro- 


ject of the past two years, and fund- | 


ed with a federal matching grant 
from Emergency Management. 

After negotiating with the low 
bidder to reduce the price by 
$40,000, the council accepted a low 
bid of $314,900. The net cost to the

Joint undercover operation nets four

An undercover operation over a 
seven-month period culminated by 
the arrest of three adults and one 
juvenile from Coffee County. 

The operation began in Novem- 
ber, 1996 when it was learned that

The Coffee County Sheriff's De- 
partment requested assistance from 
the Alabama Game and Fish Divi- 
sion’s Investigative Enforcement 
Unit after receiving information that 
the illegal activity was going on. 

An undercover officer was able to 
infiltrate the group and soon began 
to leam of numerous hunting viola- 
tions, thefts of property, and the 
growing of marijuana. 

“At that point, the Alabama Bu- 
reau of Investigation and the Drug 
Enforcement Administration joined 
the investigation,” stated Coffee 
County Sheriff Ben Moates, 

On Friday, May 23, 1997, arrest 
warrants were served by officers 
from the combined agencies, Arrest- 
ed were John Boutwell, 25, of Route 
1, Jack, AL; Stephen Carter, 23, of 
Route 2, New Brockton, AL; and 
William (Billy) Henley, 36, of Route 
1, Jack, AL. An unidentified juvenile 
was taken into custody. 

Items recovered included four- 
wheelers, trailers, air compressors 
and transfer pumps, Also seized 
were more than 350 marijuana 
plants. 

The operation also revealed infor- 
mation that will assist the 12th Judi- 
cial Circuit Drug Task Force in con- 
ducting further investigations into 
the illegal use and transportation of 
drugs in Coffee and Pike counties. 

The following is a sum total of 
the charges that the trio will face: 35 
counts of hunting (deer) at night; 28 
counts of hunting from a_ public 
road; 6 counts of hunting in closed 
season; 5 counts of hunung from a 
vehicle; 2 counts of failure to wear 
hunter orange during gun deer sea- 
son; 4 counts of hung without per- 
mission; 3 counts of sale of game an- 
imal (deer); 3 counts of hunting with 
an illegal firearm (.22 cal); 1 count 
of unauthorized fishing in a catfish 
farm pond; 2 counts of hunting with- 
out a license; 2 counts of hunting 
over a baited area; 4 counts of pos- 
session of marijuana; and 3 counts of

Wearing bicycle helmets do 
help prevent serious injuries 


Is wearing a bicycle helmet real- 
ly that important? You bet it is. 

Each year more than half a mil- 
lion cyclists sustain injuries serious 
enough to land them in the emergen- 
_cy room, Nearly two-thirds of these 
injuries involve children from the 
ages of 5 to 14, 

About a third of these involve the 
head and face - roughly twice the 
number of head injuries caused from 
playing football, hockey and base- 
bal 


In addition, of the more than 1300 
cyclists who die from injuries, more 
than 80 percent sustain their injury 
in the head. Roughly half of the cy- 
clists who die from bicycle-related 
injuries each year are children. 

A 1987 study involving 520 chil- 
dren injured in bicycle accidents re- 
vealed that only three had been 
wearing helmets, Thirty-one percent 
suffered head and neck injuries, and 
three had concussions. 

A similar study, involving 21 cy- 
clists in Vermont, showed that while 
seven of the cyclists who were not 


wearing helmets suffered head inju- 
ries, none of the eight who wore hel- 
mets had such injuries. 

But even though the statistics 
show that helmets can prevent seri- 
ous injury, only a very small fraction 
of adults and an even smaller num- 
ber of children choose to wear them, 

In fact, only about three to five 
percent of children wear bicycle hel- 
mets, 

Roller-blading hobbyists are even 
less inclined to use helmets, even 
through roller-blading and cycling 
can carry their passengers at surpris- 
ingly high speeds on uneven surfac- 
es such as streets, where a fall could 
result in severe brain injury - even 
death, 

Everyone who rides a_ bicycle 
should be helmeted, especially tod- 
dlers who ride in bicycle buggies 
and child seats attached to the iy. 
cle, 

In fact, the law in several states 
requires that bicycle passengers ages 
1 to 5 years wear helmets,

The amendment to the motion to 
designate these two locations as 
court locations dealt with signifying 
that this applied to court cases hav- 
ing to do with the Enterprise Divi- 
sion. 

The motion, along with the 
amendment, was approved in a 5-1 
vote with Commissioner Kayo Lew- 
is casting the lone dissenting vote. 

The date specified by the com- 
mission as being the effective date 
for these two actions is Monday, 
June 23, 1997, 

Should the above deadline date 
not be met, the commission will set 
another date at it’s next regular bi- 
monthly meeting which will be on 
June 23, 


The other major item of business 
was the opening of bids on equip- 
ment for the county highway depart- 
ment. 

First, bids were opened on two 
eight-yard capacity dump _ trucks. 
Dowling Truck & Tractor Company 
of Enterprise submitted a bid of 
$39,300.00 per unit F.O.B, New 
Brockton. A lease option was quoted 
at $757.32 per month per unit for 60 
months based on an annual interest 
rate of 5.869 percent. 

Henderson Peterbilt of Montgom- 
ery bid $45,757.00 per unit F.O.B. 
New Brockton with no lease option. 

Bondy’s Ford Incorporated of 
Dothan, AL submitted a bid of 
$41,532.92 per unit F.O.B. New 
Brockton with a 60-month lease op- 
tion of $1,629.67 per month based 
on an annual interest rate of 6.85 
percent.

Bids were let Tuesday moming 
for the construction of the new 
courthouse building in Enterprise. 

Saliba Construction, of Dothan, 
will build the facility for about $4 
million, The firm will have 400 days 
to complete the construction, once 
they get the final go ahead from the 
Coffee County Building Authority. 
Actual construction is expected to 
get underway around mid-July. 

Donofro & Associates, also of 
Dothan, is the architectural firm 
which designed the facility. It is a 
two story building with a ially 
enclosed basement. The balance of 
the basement can be enclosed and 
utilized later if needed, 

The building was also designed

The first floor contains most of 
the courthouse offices with the sec- 
ond floor being used for judge’s of- 
fices, courtrooms and related facili- 
ties. 

Total cost of the facility, addi- 
tional parking spaces purchased and 
related bond issuing fees will total 
about $43/4 million dollars. The City 
of Enterprise has pledged $250,000 
toward the additional land purchase. 
They paid half that amount in 1997 
and will pay the balance in 1998, 

Al present, county maintenance 
crews are working to convert the 
former U. S. Post Office building, 
located just behind the existing En- 
terprise courthouse. The building 
will house county offices during the 
construction time for the new facili- 
ty. The new facility is be construct- 
ed on the site of the existing build- 
ing. 

Skinner Grain and Fertilizer 
Company of Hartford was low bid- 
der on demolition of the old court 
house and a small frame building 
beside the courthouse. This work 
will be done within 10 days of the 
building being vacated and will cost 
$32,000. 

Other bids on the demolition 
ranged up to $85,000, 

The Coffee County Building Au- 
thority, appointed by the Coffee 
County Commission to borrow the 
money and construct this facility, 
has purchased three pieces of proper- 
ty adjoining the present courthouse, 
Two front on North Edwards St., as 
does the courthouse, The third pur- 
chase faces on E, Grubbs, but ad- 
joins the present courthouse property 
and will be used for an additional 
parking lot. 

The building is being constructed 
to comply with all existing disability 
access lawe and includes two wheel- 
chair access ramps at the front plus a 
rear elevator which can be accessed 
by handicapped courthouse employ- 


ees,

TWO OTHER ACCIDENTS SEND TWO TO AREA HOSPITALS 


Two die in unrelated auto crashes

Two separate one-vchicle crashes 
Friday night and early Saturday 
morning claimed the life of a woman 
and man, 

A one-vehicle crash on Coffee 
County Road 479, approximately 1 
mile south of Kinston, took the life 
of Brenda Tate Adams, 34, Route 1, 
Opp, AL. 

Adams was pronounced dead at 
the scene by Coffee County Coroner 
Marvin Mcllwain. An autopsy was 
ordered to determine the cause of 


death. The results of that autopsy are 


not known at this time. 

According to reports, the car 
crash occurred at approximately 8:00 
p.m. It appeared that the 1994 Olds- 
mobile being driven by Mrs. Adams 
left the roadway, went into a skid, 
and struck a tree just off the right-of- 
way. She was the lone occupant of 
the car. 

A second one-vehicle crash killed 
Robert Joseph Hudson, 26, of Enter- 
prise, AL. This wreck occurred at 
approximately 1:20 a.m., Saturday 
morning, 5.4 miles south of Elba on 
AL Highway 87. 

A passing motorist spotted the ve- 
hicle along side the roadway with 
smoke coming from it. Upon return- 
ing to the vehicle to investigate fur- 
ther, Hudson's body was discovered 
across the road from the 1988 Toyo- 
ta, He had been ejected from the ve- 
hicle. A short time later the vehicle 
blazed up. 

The Elba Police Department was 
notified of the accident at 1:43 a.m, 
Fire and rescue units from New 
Brockton responded to the scene, 

Hudson was pronounced dead at 
the scene of the crash. An autopsy 
was ordered to determine the cause 
of death. 

It appeared that the car left the 
roadway, hitting a driveway culvert, 
and causing the car to go airborne, It 
is believed that Hudson, the lone oc- 
cupant of the car, was thrown from 
the vehicle at this time, 

Both of these wrecks are being in- 
vestigated by the Alabama State 
Troopers, Assisting in the investiga- 
tion are the 12th Judicial Circuit Dis- 
trict Attorney's Office and the Ala- 
bama Department of Forensic 
Science, 

Parlier in the day Friday, there 
were (wo other accidents which sent 
two persons to area hospitals. 

One was a head-on collision be- 
tween a 1981 Lincoln and a garbage 
truck on Coffee County Road 640 at

The driver of the Lincoln, David
